The Secretary of the Navy has an- 
nounced that, in part, in order to pro- 
mote the employment situation three ad- 
ditional destroyers will be built. Think 
of the benefit which will be enjoyed by 
the many trades and supply firms con- 
cerned. Those who preach disarmament 
may well regard the consequences upon 
labor and production which would fol- 
low the realization of their dream. 
Speaker Garner had a pork barrel bill 
which contemplated the erection of un- 
needed buildings costing a couple of bil- 
lion dollars, and which he claimed would 
solve unemployment. How much better 
it would be if the money were used in 
proper equipment for the Army and 
Navy. Then not only would men and 
factories be put to work, but our de- 
fense would be in the condition it should 
be, and our representations to foreign 
nations would be received with the con- 
sideration which strength commands. 
Let us have the remaining destroyers 
laid down, and let Congress pass the 
Hale or Vinson bill.

I wonder what General MacArthur 
will do with the additional decorations 
which are being conferred upon him by 
the governments of Europe to which he 
is paying his respects. He must feel like 
the hero in one of Richard Harding 
Davis’ stories. The hero was wearing 
the insignia of a Turkish order. The 
girl asked him what brave and gallant 
act he performed in order to be so hon- 
ored. “Well, replied the hero, “the 
Sultan was out of cigarettes, so he 
handed me a decoration.” Of course, 
General MacArthur realizes that the 
conferring of decorations upon a dis- 
tinguished visitor is merely a usual 
courtesy, and designed to cultivate 
friendly consideration. Foreign govern- 
ments have been in this respect partic- 
ularly generous to Americans. Congress 
has become quite lacksadaisical about 
permitting American officials to accept 
foreign decorations, but there are mem- 
hers who dislike the practice and who 
are talking about stopping it. They urge 
that American decorations are the only 
ones that should be worn by Americans, 
except in the case of those conferred for 
war service.

Navy Gives Priority to 
Requirements of Fleet 


The Navy doesn’t want any more con- 
struction at its shore stations until new 
vessels are provided for the Fleet, Sec- 
retary Adams informed Congress this 
week. 

Proposed legislation to relieve admit- 
tedly bad housing conditions for naval 
personnel ashore, has received an unfa- 
vorable recommendation on the ground 
that if any money is made available to 
the Navy it should be spent on the Fleet. 

Reporting on a bill introduced by Rep- 
resentative Gambrill, Dem. of Maryland, 
authorizing the construction of ten 6- 
family apartment houses at the Naval 
Academy at a cost of $720,000, Secretary 
Adams said: 

“During the present period of finan- 
cial depression, it has been the policy of 
the Navy Pepartment to recommend 
against bills authorizing the construction 
of public works on the grounds that if 
funds are available they could be better 
expended for the requirements of the 
forces afloat. 

“The project contemplated by this bill 
is included in the Navy Department’s 
6-year public-works building program. 
If this bill became law the funds made 
available would be by no means wasted, 
but, consistent with the policy outlined 
above, the Navy Department recom- 
mends against the enactment of the bill 
H. R. 12873 at this time.” 

Last session of Congress when the 
Garner Emergency Relief Act was un- 
der consideration, efforts were made on 
behalf of the Navy to have funds for 
construction of new vessels included in 
the hugh public building program de- 
signed to relieve unemployment. Despite 
testimony that a much larger portion of 
the cost of ship construction goes to 
labor than is the case in road or post- 


: Office construction, nothing was provided 


for the Navy on this score. Ten million 
dollars, however, although unsolicited, 
was provided for Navy shore construc- 
tion. 





Will Head Battleships 


Secretary of the Navy Adams an- 
nounced this week that Rear Adm. 
David F. Sellers, USN, Commanding 


Battleship Division One, Battle Force, 
had been ordered to command the Bat- 
tleship Divisions, Battle Force, with the 
rank of Vice Admiral to succeed the late 
Vice Adm. Joel R. P. Pringle, USN, who 
died at the Naval Hospital, San Diego, 
on Sept. 25. 

The Secretary also announced that 
Rear Adm. Frank H. Brumby, USN, 
Commandant Norfolk Navy Yard, Ports- 
mouth, Va., will relieve Admiral Sellers 
of command of Battleship Division One, 
Battle Force. 

Vice Admiral Sellers served as Judge 
Advocate General of the Navy from 
June 14, 1929, until Sept. 15, 1931. when 
he was ordered to command Battleship 
Division One. 

Vice Admiral Sellers was born in Aus- 
tin, Texas, February 4, 1874. and was 
appointed to the Naval Academy from 
New Mexico in 1890. 

When the United States entered the 
World War. Admiral Sellers was attend-

Three New Destroyers Ordered 


Three of the six destroyers which were 
held up last year after funds for their 
construction had been appropriated will 
be laid down next month, it was an- 
nounced at the Navy Department this 
week, 

“The Navy is in great need of de- 
stroyers to take the place of over-age 
ships,” Secretary Adams said. “The 
Navy proposes to build three more de- 
stroyers already authorized but held up 
for financial reasons. Of the destroyers, 
one will be built at the Philadelphia 
Navy Yard, one at New York and one at 
Boston. As this is due, in part, to give 
steady employment to our faithful em- 
ployees, and in part to relieve unem- 
ployment, we have to place these ships 
where we are sure the greatest good will 
be, done.” 

Laying down of these three destroyers 
will mean that the Navy will have but 
eight of the 1500-ton craft building to 
replace the squadrons of destroyers con- 
structed during the World War and now 
either over-age or nearly so, a situation 
which will place the Navy far behind 
the other naval powers in this type of 
vessel. ; 

Funds for the other destroyers which 
have been authorized by Congress have 
been requested by the Navy Department 
in the estimates for next year now being 
considered by the Bureau of the Budget, 
it is understood. Even if approved there

W. D. Opposes Army Increase 

An increase of the enlisted strength 
of the Army by enrolling physically fit 
ex-service men as an unemployment re- 
lief measure does not meet with favor 
in the War Department, Secretary Hur- 
ley informed Congress this week. 

In a letter to the House Military Com- 
mittee giving the views of the Depart- 
ment upon a bill (HR 12785) introduced 
by Representative Curry, (R. of Calif), 
authorizing increase of the Army, Navy 
and Marine Corps to their maximum 
strength, Mr. Hurley declares that the 
proposal “is not drawn in the interests 
of National Defense” and would inter- 
fere with the training and normal turn- 
over of the Regular Army. : 

An increase in the Army of 162,490 
men would be possible under the bill, it 
is stated, at a possible initial cost .of 
$140,000,000. Commenting upon a section 
of the bill. which would permit the 
Secretary of War to discharge, without 
purchase, any enlisted men who submits 
satisfactory evidence that upon dis- 
charge he is assured of immediate em- 
ployment in civil life, it is requested that 
if the measure is enacted, it be amended 
to allow such a discharge only to men 
enlisted under the act. 

The following reasons are given by the 
Secretary for disfavoring the bill: 

“The bill is a measure for the relief 
of unemployment and is not drawn in 
the interests of National Defense. 

“Enlistments under the bill would be 
largely limited to World War veterans 
whose average is such as to make them 
of little future potential military value 
after discharge. 

“The provisions of Section 4 of the 
proposed bill are such that the Secretary 
of War would, of necessity, have to dis-

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Order Reduced Quotas 
for Army Duty in D. C. 


Specific instructions looking toward a 
reduction of the number of Army officers 
on duty in Washington were sent by the 
War Department this week to the Chiefs 
of all arms and services and to the Com- 
manding General of the Third Corps 
Area. 

As forecast in discussion in these col- 
umns, the instructions provide that the 
reduction will be accomplished by the 
normal relief of officers from present 
duties. The reduction, however, must be 
completed by Jane 30, 1933. 

This reduction is part of the plan un- 
der way to provide more officers with 
combat troops during the next fiscal 
year. For example, in order to provide 
more officers with troops there will be 
16 withdrawals from duty with the War 
Department General Staff, about 51 
from the office of chiefs of arms and 
services; 39 from Corps Area and De- 
partment headquarters; 145 from the 
staffs and faculties of the various 
schools; 342 from duty as students at 
service and civilian schools. The reduc- 
tion is to be accomplished, however, 
without taking any officers from duty 
with civilian components, except with- 
drawing a few from assignment to the 
office of the chief of the Militia Bureau. 

Under the new allotment the War 
Department General Staff loses sixteen 
officers from its preyious allotment; the 
Judge Adyocate General’s office, eight ; 
the Adjutant General’s office, five; the 
Inspector Generai’s office, one; the 
Quartermaster General’s office, five; the 
Surgeon General’s office, two; the Chief 
of Finance’s office, one; Chief of Engi- 
neers’ office, one; the Chief of Ord- 
nance’s office, three; the Chief Signal 
officer’s office, two; the Chief of Chem- 
ical Warfare Service’s office, two; the 
Chief of the Militia Bureau’s office, five; 
the Chief of Cavalry’s office, one; the 
Chief of Field Artillery’s office, three; 
the Chief of Coast Artillery’s office, one ; 
Chief of Infantry’s office, six; and the 
Chief of Air Corps’ office, fourteen. 
There was no reduction in the allot- 
ment for the offices of the Chief, Bureau 
of Insular Affairs, nor the Chief of 
Chaplains. 

The full text of the Adjutant General's 
letter on the subject follows: 

“1. In the tabulation below is shown 
the number of commissioned officers; 
warrant officers, Army nurses, and en- 
listed men deemed necessary for the 
proper and economical functioning of ac- 
tivities in the District of Columbia. 

“2. It is desired that you take neces- 
sary action to reduce the commissioned 
strength of those activities under your 
control to that indicated by the normal 
relief of officers from present duties. 
The reduction of other personnel to that 
indicated will be accomplished at your 
discretion but not later than June 30, 
1938. 

“3. Such figures given herein relating 
to commissioned officers as are in con- 
flict with the number allotted by letter 
from this office (AG 320.2, 7/26/32, 
Mise., Ret, M-A), dated August 16, 1932, 
subject: “Allotment of Officers,” will be 
confirmed in an amendment to that let- 
ter to be published in the very near

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Editors Divided As To Advisability of Marriage Ban For Naval Officers 


Whether the Navy Department was “extremely high-handed” or was “taking a 
step necessary to naval efficiency and future happiness of many officers” in ordering 
that ensigns may not marry. until two years after graduation from the Naval 
Academy, seems to be a moot point among newspaper editors of the country. In 
commenting upon the recent order to this effect and the condemnation of it by 
former Secretary of the Navy Daniels, a sharp difference of opinion is noted. 





“It is distinctly inadvisable for a fledgling naval officer to take unto himself a 
wife unless that oflicer, or that wife, is possessed of means outside the federal 
pay roll,” states the Worcester, Mass., Telegram. “* * * the regulation has one 
merit; it may prevent a few junior officers from tarnishing the lustrous reputation 
of naval officers as prompt pay to their creditors. But the trouble with this par- 
ticular regulation is the trouble to be found with most general rules; there are 
exceptions who would be injured by the ruling. * * * sometimes their chances suffer 
if they are compelled to await another half stripe of braid and the encroaches of 
baldness and the rotundities of shore duty before they can wed.” 

“It may be desirable, in some instances for an Annapolis graduate to postpone 
marriage for two years,” says the Boston Record. “But marriage, in general, 
should be encouraged, not discouraged. 

“Two years is a long time to wait, particularly when the young man’s career 
is as well assured as that of an Annapolis youth.” 





“The order will probably be provocative of a lot of good-natured banter,” the 
Memphis Commercial-Appeal comments. “It may mean quite a few resignations. 
Even a stern government cannot control the activities of the ubiquitous Cupid. At 
the same time there is merit in the contention that the first two years of real active 
service for the future naval commanders should be devoted to intensive and undis- 


tracted study and work.” 





“Washington officials, it appears, do not want our eligible young naval officers 
to be bothered with brides and babies for a period of two years following their 
graduation,” declares the Springfield, Mass., News. “It fears that they will be 
thinking more of young wives and little children than of naval tactics. All of 
which is more or less of an impertinence, if not to say an insult to the intelligence 


Declares the Portland, Me., Press Herald: “The Navy Department’s advice to 
young officers that they would do well to wait for two years, after leaving the 
Naval Academy, before getting married is generally considered to be sound. That 
gives them time to pay their debts which they have necessarily incurred in getting 
outfitted for the service; to accumulate a small surplus to aid them in starting 
married life in a comfortable way and to relieve themselves from the embarrass. 
ments which inevitably come to young officers who hurriedly marry on graduation 
and in consequence find themselves deep in debt within a few months.” 





The New Bedford, Mass., Standard-Times comments: “There will be a good 
deal of sympathy with Mr. Daniels’ statement that he ‘would not put anything in 
the way of marriage,’ yet it is apparent from what he says that for youngsters 
in the Navy it is usually unwise to take on the responsibilities of a wife so early 
in their careers. It is a common thing for governments to impose restrictions of 
this sort on officers in their military and naval forces. Their only justification is 
that they are required for the good of the service, and if it can be shown that the 
circumstances of newly graduated naval cadets are such that marriage interferes 
with efficiency and undistracted attention to duty we should think the rule was 


reasonable.” 





“We rejoice to find the former Navy head rushing in this manner to the defense 
of Cupid and a policy of non-interference in the private lives of naval officers,” 
states the Baltimore Sun. “Here for years the Navy Department has been using 
the lure of romance to entice the youth of the nation into the ranks. It has plastered 
every recruiting station with posters advising those afflicted with the wanderlust 
to ‘join the navy and see the world.’ And yet the same department has the nerve 
to ignor the romantic potentialities of the ensign’s life by forbidding him to marry, 
It appears to be the gravest sort of discrimination against rank, and we congratu- 
late Mr. Daniels for lifting his voice in loud and emphatic protest.”

Air Corps Movements 


The Secretary of War has directed 
that Air Corps units be moved and re- 
constituted as follows to provide garri- 
sons for Albrook Field and Barksdale 
Feld: 

To Albrook Field, Panama—19th Com- 
posite Wing hds., from Mitchel Field, 
N. Y.; 16th Pursuit group headquarters 
to be reconstituted upon arrival of per- 
sonnel therefor from Mather Field, Cal., 
approximately 20 enlisted men; 24th 
Pursuit Squadron from France Field, 
Panama; 78th Pursuit Squadron, France 
Field; and 80th Service Squadron from 
Mather Field, Calif. 

To Barksdale Field, La.—20th Pur- 
suit Group headquarters, 50th Pursuit 
Squadron, and 77th Pursuit Squadron, 
all from Mather Field, Calif.; one ser- 
vice squadron to be reconstituted at 
Barksdale Field, approximately 64 men 
to be moved from Mather Field. 

Travel orders for the above move- 
ments will be issued later when details 
are arranged with Corps Area Com- 
manders. 








Fleet Employment Schedule 


The Navy Department yesterday is- 
sued orders to the Scouting Force and 
Train Squadron One, Base Force, to re- 
main on the East Coast until the com- 
pletion of the next fleet concentration. 
The concentration will be held in the 
Pacific and “will be concluded about 
March 20 in the San Pedro-San Diego 
area,” it was said. 

Adm. William V. Pratt. chief of op- 
etations, made the following statement 
to the press: 

“It is the present intention of the 
Navy Department to keep the Scouting 
Force in the Pacific until after the next 
fleet concentration which takes place 
next winter. This assemblage of the 
two forces, the Scouting Force and the 
Battle Force, permits of a greater de- 
gree of fleet training than is possible 
during the somewhat limited time of 
fleet concentration. 

“Moreover being assembled now it is 
more economical in the matter of oil 
expenditure, for the fleet to operate in 
this manner, than to be broken up and 
later reassembled for the usual fleet 
concentration.” 

Other than this statement no word is 
forthcoming as to the nature or where- 
abouts of the maneuvers and coficentra- 
tion next winter. 

The following changes in fleet organ- 
ization and employment were also pub- 
lished yesterday. Destroyer Division, 
two. of the Scouting Force, will leave 





San Diego on October 3, arriving at Nor- 
folk October 22; where it will be placed 
in Rotating Reserve Destroyer Squadron 
19. The destroyers Breckenridge, Bar- 
ney, Blakeley, Biddle, and Dahlgren, of 
Rotating Reserve Squadron 19 will re- 
lieve them at Norfolk and sail for the 
West Coast to take their place in the 
Scouting Force. 

The new fleet submarine Dolphin will 
hold builder’s trials off Provincetown, 
Oct. 3 to 7, 1932, and after receiving 
torpedo equipment at Newport will pro- 
ceed to the West Coast on her shake- 
down cruise, returning to the Atlantic 
for final trials. The previous schedule 
published by the commander submarine 
force as to the Dolphin itinerary has 
been cancelled. 

The USS Lapwing, which has commis- 
sioned at Pearl Harbor, Sept. 1, 1932, 
will leave for Coco-Solo, Canal Zone, 
Oct. 8, 1932. 

The USS Borie will be converted to 
a squadron leader at San Diego and 
when so equipped will rotate with the 
USS Decateur and Litchfield. The sub- 
marine R-12 will proceed to Philadelphia 
for decommissioning about Oct. 1. 

The following changes in assignments 
of home ports effective Oct. 1, 1932, also 
were announced: USS Boggs. Borie and 
Lamberton are assigned to San Diego; 
USS Stewart, San Diego as home*® port 
cancelled. 

The following are assigned to Charles- 
ton, S. C.: USS Brooks, Dahlgren, Fox, 
Hatfield, Humphreys, Kane, Lawrence, 
MeFarland, and Sand. Guantanamo, 
Cuba, has been cancelled as the home 
port of the USS Montcalm. 





Army Clothing Allowance Cut 

Changes in the clothing allowances for 
enlisted men of the Army stationed 
within the continental limits of the 
United States, in Alaska, China and other 
localities where similar climatic con- 
ditions prevail, were announced by the 
Adiutant General this week. 

Although not materially lowered, the 
changes made in Table 1a, of paragraph 
da (1), AR 615-40, are all reductions. 
They are as follows: breeches, cotton od, 
total allowance 6 instead of 7, third year 
allowance abolished: caps EM service, 
wool, total allowance, 2 instead of 3, 
third year allowance abolished: hat 
cords, ravon, total allowance 3 instead 
of 4, third year allowance abolished: 
drawers, summer, total allowance 12, in- 
stend of 16. reductions made, one less 
from initial allowance and second year 
allowance and two less from third vear 
allowance; necktfes, black, total allow- 
ance 6 instead of 7. reduction made in 





third year allowance; shirts, flannel od, 
total allowance 6 instead of 7, reduction 
made in third year allowance; socks, 
stocking type, light wool, 24 instead of 
26, reduction made in third year allow- 
ance ; undershirts, summer, 12 instead of 
14, reduction made in initial and third 
year allowances. 





Legion Backs National Defense 


Continuation of its policy of vigorous 
support for National Defense was given 
by the American Legion at its conven- 
tion recently closed at Portland, Ore. 
Henry L. Stevens, jr., National Com- 
mander of the organization, in his an- 
nual report reviewed the attempts made 
in Congress last session to hamstring 
the Army. 

“At the national conventions of both 
the Democratic and Republican parties, 
the National Defense Committee was 
represented, and made an effort to in- 
clude in both party platforms strong 
national defense planks. The results 
are not at all satisfying and much more 
remains to be done to properly acquaint 
the people of the United States of the 
necessity of guaranteeing adequate na- 
tional defense and security. The coun- 
try should not permit, under a guise of 
economy (which to my mind is false 
economy or better still, no economy at 
all), a destruction of the only force that 
could keep from our shores an avarici- 
ous invading enemy. We must not per- 
mit our lawmakers to undervalue the 
importance of this part of our program 
in comparison with other agencies of 
the Government. The very foundations 
of our governmental institutions are in 
danger of destruction if the lessons 
which we have learned through so much 
sacrifice and the spilling of blood are 
so soon to be forgotten.” 

Committee Report 

The report of the National Defense 
committee of the Legion was rendered 
by Mr. Albert L. Cox, of North Carolina, 
who succeeded the late Wayne Davis. 
of San Antonio, Tex., upon the death of 
the latter early this year. The report, 
which was adopted by the Legion, fol- 
lows: 

“We believe that America will never 
seek a war and that a war will never 
seek a prepared America. We believe 
in an America, peace-loving and intent 
on peace but strong enorgh to insure 
and enforce the peace. We know that 
the pitiably small army in existence at 
the start of every war has never kept 
us ont of war. We are onnosed to the 
disarmament of the United States for 
the p rposes of economy or as an ac- 
claimed means to bring about world 





peace or aS an example which some 
persons hope other nations will follow. 

“The recommendations of this report 
are formulated upon the concrete and 
definite needs of a defensive plan based 
on a minimum considered necessary for 
efficiency in time of national crisis. We 
base the Legion program for an ade 
quate national defense on: 

“(1) The National Defense Act of 
1920. 

“(2) The recommendations of the 
War and Navy Departments as to what 
constitutes a minimum for effective ap 
plication of the National Defense Act 
so as to assure its purpose. 

“(3) The appropriations necessary to 
provide this irreducible minimum. 

“In recent years intensive study by 
the War and Navy Departments has def- 
initely established this irreducible and 
essential minimum. 

“The Legion has confidence in the 
soundness of the Nationa] Defense Aet, 
and having equal confidence in the War 
and Navy Departments—the agencies 
definitely charged with the application 
of this act—the Legion repeats its de 
mand made in the Convention of 1931, 
for the appropriations calculated by the 
War and Navy Departments as _ the 
minima necessary for a reasonably effec- 
tive application of the National Defense 
Act. 

“The Legion further holds that Na- 
tional Defense interests every man, 
woman and child in constant, equal and 
vital degree, and should, therefore, be 
a relatively constant quantity. It should 
be the last element of a nation’s orgat- 
ization to be influenced by economic con- 


ditions. National Defense must be al- 
solutely and always divorced from 
polities. 


Procedure As to Legislation 

“The Legion by all available means 
must enlighten the people of its com- 
munity as to the significance of National 
Defense and then interest them to the 
extent of informing their representation 
in the Congress at the proper time as to 
their desires in this regard. 

“It is the proper duty of the Legion to 
give to eich Senator and Congressmad 
and to any candidate for these positions, 
the views of the Legion on National De 
fense and, in return. request his stand 
on that program. The Legion officers 
may then. in accord with his stand, 
properly advise the Legion posts as {0 
the Senator’s, Congressman’s, or candi- 
date’s value to the Nation in so far 4% 
National Defense is concerned. The Le 
gion. with its affiliations. represents 4 
substantiat portion of the community 
and is entitled to know the views of its

It is to be expected that Congress will 
consider the insertion in the Army and 
Navy Appripriation bills or provisions 
for further restriction of post exchanges, 
commissaries and ships’ stores. The in- 
vestigation of the Shannon committee 
has been supplemented by a report made 
by a committee of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce. As to the latter, 
the men who made the inquiry were in- 
dustrialists who could see only the busi- 
ness arising from the activities they 
criticise. The furlough cut in inade- 
quate pay already has made living con- 
ditions in the Services harder, and to de- 
prive officers and men and their families 
of the advantages flowing from com- 
bined and volume buying would be to 
add to their financial difficulties—and 
that we do not believe the American 
people will look upon with favor.

If Japan withdraws from the League 
of Nations, what will be the status of the 
Pacific Islands over which she enjoys a 
mandate? Because these islands surround 
Guam and are on our route to the Philip- 
pines and the Far East generally, the 
decision of the League, in the event sug- 
gested, would be a matter of great in- 
terest to the United States. Germany is 
anxious to regain possession and will 
appear as a claimant for the mandate. 
However, it is certain that even if Japan 
should resign from the League she will 
insist upon the retention of the mandate. 
The Islands to all intents and purposes 
are Japanese, and it is a foregone con- 
clusion that that people will never sur- 
render them except by force. In case of 
war, the islands would be valuable to 
Japan, and they loom large in her 
strategic plans.

There has been some disposition in 
various quarters to give credence to 
Tumors that a change in administration 
would mean a shifting of the Field Ar- 
tillery School. The fact that the De- 
partment, decided on Ft. Sill at a time 
when its civilian leader was a man from 
Oklahoma undoubtedly gave rise to ex- 
pressions that the decision was made 
with the fingers of the deciders crossed. 
Analysis of this sten should show that 
there is little foundation for it. The 
recommendation was made by a fully 
qualified board and approved by due au- 
thorities. Furthermore, the Department 
has been in favor of purchasing addi- 
tional land for the Ft. Sill reservation 
(also of disposing of some unwanted 
land there) and also has favored con- 
struction at the school there. No, we 
cannot believe that the selection of Ft. 
Sill as the permanent home of the Field 
Artillery School was anything but seri- 
ous,

The presente in Washington this week 
of that able soldier Maj. Gen. Hugh A. 
Drum (who comes here to sit as a mem- 
ber of the board for classification of 
officers ) recalls to m¥ mind the splendid 
Service he performed for the Army dur- 
ing his last tour in Washington. His 
frank reports as The Inspector General 
of the Army revealed with effective 
forcefulness the deep study that he had 
applied to the analysis of the facts gath- 
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ered by the officers of his Department. 
Results are apparent. The redistribu- 
tion of officers to provide more for duty 
with combat troops has been decreed, 
improvement of facilities for the Trans- 
port Service have been provided—these 
and many others are tangible results. 
Undoubtedly more will follow when bet- 
ter times smile on the Appropriations 
bill.

In a campaign speech delivered in the 
West, Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
Democratic presidential nominee, told 
an audience of southern Californians 
that it was while he was Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Navy, “that the National 
Government first recognized from a na- 
val point of view the existence of south- 
ern California.” 

Now that practically the entire Fleet 
spends many months of the year in this 
locality, it is seldom realized that the 
Naval Operating Base at San Diego is 
of such recent origin. The Navy, like 
the great majority of inhabitants of the 
area, is a new arrival. Back in the last 
century, the little town of San Diego, 
was a port of call for naval vessels, but 
it was not until the early 1900’s thgt 
it was used to any extent. Under the 
Roosevelt Administration, the Point 
Loma Fuel Depot and Radio Station 
were installed, and from then on vessels 
put in fairly frequently. No further 
shore construction, however. was pro- 
vided until the advent of the World War 
made expansion necessary. In 1917, the 
destroyer base, the naval air station and 
the Marine Corns base were established, 
followed in 1920 by the training station 
and the hospital. Radio stations and 
radio compass stations have been con- 
structed and in 1922 the supnly depot 
was installed. Last year the Camp 
Kearney Airship Base was procured. 





Reserve FA Unit Wins Trophy 


The Commanding General, Fifth Corps 
Area, has announced the award of the 
Toulmin Trophy to the 565th Field Ar- 
tillery for having the best record in in- 
active duty training during the School 
Year 1931-32. 

This trophy was donated in 1927 by

Chamber of Commerce Protests 


Concentrating a large part of its fire 
on the Army and Navy, the United 
States Chamber of Commerce on Mon- 
day of this week made public an ex- 
haustive report of its “Committee on 
Government Competition.” 

It is understood that this report will 
be put before the Congressional investi- 
gating committee when it meets Nov. 14 
and 15 in Chicago. This committee, 
headed by Representative Shannon, of 
Missouri, has been paying particular at- 
tention to Army Post Exchanges. 

Army arsenals, Navy Yards, Army, 
Navy and Marine Corps Post Exchanges 
and Ship’s Service Stores, the Trans- 
port services, and the clothing factories 
all are given full blasts of criticism by 
the Chamber of Commerce Committee. 

The Chamber’s committee was headed 
by Henry D. Sharpe. of Providence, 
R. I., of Brown and Sharpe Co., manu- 
facturers of machinery. Other members 
of the committee are: Bolton S. Arm- 
strong, Cincinnati business man; Hiram 
S. Cody, real estate dealer of Asheville, 
N. C.: Edward C. Crossett, Chicago lum- 
ber dealer; William C. Deming, of Chey- 


enne, Wyoming newspaper man and 
former Civil Service Commissioner; 
Homer L. Ferguson, president of the 


Newport News Drydock and Shipbuild- 
ing Corporation: and George C. Miller, 
of Missawaka, Ind., president of the 
Dodge Manufacturing Company. 

The report declared that the Chamber 
would continue its fight against “govern- 
ment competition” until its “objective is 
accomplished.” The report came out 
vigorously against the government en- 
gaging in any kind of business or ser- 
vice except for purposes “limited to 
those clearly necessary in the proper 
administration of governmental func- 
tions.” Among the few exceptions which 
the chamber would be willing to grant 
are in the manufacture of “armament 
for Army and Navy as to which there 
may be elements of secrecy ; and a limited 
number of naval vessels as to which 
there may be elements of time, secrecy, 
or preparedness of facilities for war 
emergency.” 

The text of the report involving ser- 
rice activities follows: 

Text of Report 

Articles of Military Use: The War 
Devartment has a series of arsenals 
with manufacturing facilities that are 
used to produce articles which can be 
made in private plants, and which in 
ease of war must be made in private 
plants: these articles range from large 
guns and heavy carriages for coast-de- 
fense guns to small arms, powder, fuses, 
gas masks, ete. The annual payroll at 
these arsenals has in recent years been 
around $6,000,000. 

Navy Yards 

Navy Yards, originally intended, with 
their dry docks and marine railways, to 
provide for repairs of naval vessels, 
have been exnanded with shops, ways, 
and equipment until many of them are 
great industrial enterprises prepared to 
eonstruct the largest and most compli- 
cated war vessels. The investment in 
the yards now exceeds $300.000,000. This 
industrialization has reached a _ point 
where appropriation bills for the Naval 
Establishment—nronerly the Fleet—com- 
monly provide that money can be ex- 
pended under contracts with private 
American concerns only when an article 
cannot be made, or the work done, in a 
navy yard or naval arsenal without ap- 
preciable increase in cost to the govern- 
ment. 

There has been an increasing tendency 
in Congress, by reason of the extent 
of these government-owned industrial 
plants. to require that naval vessels 
authorized for construction should be 
built in the yards. Of the 15 cruisers 
authorized in 1928. eight were desig- 
nated for construction in navy yards. 
Of nine submarines constructed, or 
placed in construction. since the war, 
eight were given to the navy yards. 
Guns are made at a naval gun factory 
at Washington; torpedoes are made in 
a plant at Newnort; smokeless powder 
is made at a plant on the Potomac which 
represents an outlay of $14,000,000 and 
has been operating at a labor cost in 
excess of $1.000,000 a year for produc-

powder could be bought from private 
manufacturers at 53%4c a pound. The 
undertaking of optical repairs has 
brought about equipment of an optical 
shop where production of binoculars has 
been started.

Bids are made by navy yards against 
private suppliers for articles which they 
can produce and which are needed by 
other government agencies. In the fiscal 
year of 1931 the amount of work done 
for other parts of the government was 
about $1,500,000 in value. As in the 
case when one government agency bids 
to supply another, the bids of the navy 
yards are not comparable with a private 
concern’s competitive bid, which is firm 
and which, if accepted, has to be guar- 
anteed. The navy yard’s bid is merely 
an estimate; if the costs are higher, it 
has the privilege of charging its costs, 
even though they exceed the bid of the 
private enterprise from which the work 
was taken. 

In 1928 the average number of civili- 
ans in the navy yards was 27,600. In 
1932 the expenditures of the Navy for 
civilian employees of all kinds was 
about $78,000,000, of which $38,000,000 
was for mechanics and $4,700,000 super- 
vision of shop employees. 

Steel Foundries 

Steel Foundries are examples of manu- 
facturing facilities in navy yards. There 
are six, with annuaj capacity in excess 
of 200,000 net tons. In 1928 the actual 
output was about 5,000 tons. There are 
approximately 300 steel foundries in the 
country, with a capacity in the neigh- 
borhood of 2,500,000 tons a year; in 
1929 their product was 1,700,000 tons. 


Helium 

Not being inflammable, helium has the 
utmost importance for lighter-than-air 
craft of a military nature. The separa- 
tion and recovery of helium from na- 
tural gas in some fields were developed 
by government agencies in connection 
with the war. This recovery of helium 
has since been enlarged, maintained and 
operated as a sole source of supply for 
the government, contrary to the views 
of at least one important agency of na- 
tional defense, through the device of 
reported costs which are depressed be- 
cause of omission of important items of 
overhead. 

Harness and Saddlery 

The War Department operates a plant, 
occupying a city block, with 122 civil- 
service employees on the payroll, mostly 
engaged in leather work, chiefly for har- 
ness and saddlery, but also engaged in 
making wagon parts, boilers, and mess 
tables. 
This plant, without allowance in its

that an 8% reduction should be made 
from the death gratuity of six months’ 
pay paid to dependents of deceased ser- 
vice personnel. 

“While the ‘rate’ established by law 
for pay of officers of the Army within 
the provisions of section 101(b) of the 
Economy Act is not changed,” Comptrol- 
ler McCarl stated, “the effect of compul- 
sory leave of absence without pay for 
one-twelfth of the year reduces the pay 
and the ‘rate’ of pay actually payable to 
the officer by one-twelfth.”

Ft. Du Pont Notes 


Ft. Du Pont, Del.—On Sept. 21, Com- 
pany B, 1st Engineers, with a detach- 
ment of truck drivers and motor me- 
chanics from Headquarters and Service 
Company, ist Engineers, acting under 
orders of the War Department, left this 
station for temporary duty at Ft. Ben- 
ning, Ga., where they will conduct an 
extended service test of experimental 
ponton equipment. This test will be con- 
ducted in conjunction with the Infantry 
School and the fleet of experimental 
Quartermaster trucks from the Holabird 
Quartermaster Depot, Baltimore, Md. 
These tests will be extended over a pe- 
riod of about six months, until about 
March 10, 1933. 


The movement is by truck, the Engi- 
neer contingent using eight 314 Ton TTH 
Trucks and 13 Ordnance trailers. 1st Lt. 
Chester K. Harding, 1st Engrs., the offi- 
cer in charge of the Engineer convoy, 
has made a conservative estimate of 
mileages, expecting to cover between 70 
and 100 miles daily. The probable route 
is as follows: Ft. DuPont to Baltimore- 
Washington, D. C..-Richmond, Va.,-Dur- 
ham, N. C.,-Charlotte, 8S. C.,-Atlanta, 
Ga.,-and Fort Benning, Ga. 


Company A, ist Engineers, has been 
at Ft. Mott. N. J., for the past two 
months, busily engaged in preparing sev- 
eral sets of Officer’s and Non-Commis- 
sioned officer’s Quarters for moving 
across the Delaware River to Fort Du- 
Pont. These quarters, when they are 
landed at Ft.

Fort Benning, Ga—Sgt. Osceola §, 
Courtney, Cannon Company, 29th Inf, 
is the regiment’s most proficient gunner 
in the use of the 37 mm. cannon, and the 
three inch trench mortar, according to 
an announcement by Col. John J. Toffey, 
commander of the 29th Infantry. In the 
gunnery tests recently completed by the 
Cannon Company, Sergeant Courtney 
emerged with the record of 98.25 per 
cent in the super-tests which are given 
to those gunners who attain a qualifica. 
tion of 95 per cent in the basic gunnery’ 
tests. To receive an award as expert 
gunner the soldier must attain an aver. 
age of at least 98 per cent in the tests 
which follow his successful completion 
of the basic tests.

to the Post Office Department of straps 
used by mail carriers. 

In addition to the leather-working 
shop and its equipment, at this plant, 
there is a tin shop, a foundry, and a 
wood-working shop. There is a foreman 
for each plant and a commissioned offi- 
cer in charge. The development of this 
plant dates from the war. 


Garment Manufacture 

Tne War Department after the war 
converted a warehouse constructed for 
war purposes into a factory, 960 feet 
long by 160 feet wide, equipped it and 
has employed 800 to 1,600 persons under 
a commissioned officer in making “all 
articles of uniforms—except caps and 
shoes—and flags, standards, bandoleers, 
working clothing (overalls), and white 
clothing for cooks, bakers and hospital 
attendants.” It also makes officers’ uni- 
forms to order, at cost to the officers. 
Costs do not include any allowances for 
interest on investment, no insurance of 
any kind, and no taxes, no depreciation 
on buildings and only 3% on equipment. 
(It has been roughly estimated that, if 
this plant were in private ownership 
and operation, city and state taxes, in- 
surance including workmen’s compensa- 
tion insurance, depreciation on building 
and adequate depreciation on machinery 
would aggregate at least $75,000 a year.) 
The payroll runs about $1,500,000 a year, 
for an average of 900 employees, who 
receive thirty days’ leave with pay as 
members of the civil service. 

The appropriation bill for the War 
Department which became law on July 
14, 1932, carries a limitation upon the 
appropriation for enlisted men’s articles 
of apparel in the current year, permit- 
ting expenditure of only 10% of the 
amount otherwise available for manufac- 
ture by the Army for such manufacture, 
except insofar as, after competitive bids 
are taken from private manufacturers, 
it is established work can be performed 
at less cost in the government factories. 

The Navy Department operates two 
garment factories, one for articles of 
clothing used by the Marine Corps and 
another for articles of clothing for the 
Navy. The work at the latter had for- 
merly been let out on a piece-work basis 
for its sewing to small contractors who 
had been doing the work for over forty 
years. Beginning in 1927 the Navy be- 
gan to supplant them with operatives in 
its own employ, and by 1930 the naval 
factory was itself doing all operations, 
with sixty-some employees on its pay- 
roll. Uniforms are made for officers to 
order, and at cost. In addition to ar- 
ticles of uniform and overcoats, jumpers, 
coffee hags, mattress covers, ete. are 
made. No allowances are made in re- 
ported costs for the usual items of over- 
head, and commissioned officers are used 
for supervision and direction. 

Repairs to Railroad Equipment 

Both the Army and the Navy own 

railroad equipment. The Army has 1,164 


. Pieces of such equipment, including 77 


locomotives, 55 passenger cars, 233 flat 
cars, 399 tank cars, ete., and it under- 
takes the repairs of this equipment with 
facilities it has acquired and workmen 
it hires. 

Dairy Farms 

Several extensive dairy farms are op- 
erated by the government. Some are 
operated chiefly for experimental pur- 
poses. Others are operated for produc- 
tion of milk, in competition with pri- 
vately owned farms and with milk dis- 
tributors ; lands, equipment, and animals 
are kept out of local taxation. 

The dairy farm operated by the Naval 
Academy at Annapolis is an example of 
Such farms operated for production of 
milk. In connection with this farm 
sixty-five men are employed. As of the 
end of 1931 this enterprise reported as- 
Sets in land of $161,000, in buildings of 
$245,000, in cattle of $122,000, and other 
assets bringing the total up to $699,000. 

These assets, in excess of $155,000, 
Which was appropriated by Congress, 
have been accumulated, and operating 
expenses have been met, by the charge 
for milk made to the Naval Academy, 
or rather to the midshipmen. The 
charge has always exceeded the price at 
Which milk of a comparable quality 
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could be purchased from private produc- 
ers and distributors, and recently has 
been about seventy-five cents a gallon; 
it has been more in earlier years. 

This charge is made against the allow- 
ance made by Congress for the food of 
midshipmen, this being “commutation of 
rations” and now being eighty cents a 
day for each midshipman. The prepara- 
tion and serving of meals is otherwise 
provided. 

Airplane Compasses 

The Naval Observatory has been en- 
gaged in making compasses for air- 
planes. 

Ship’s Service Stores 

From canteens and _ ship’s_ stores, 
needed to meet the incidental require- 
ments of men on naval vessels at sea 
and in foreign ports, and at isolated 
naval stations, has been developed a 
system of ship’s service stores and com- 
missaries engaging in competition with 
mercantile establishments and _ other 
forms of business enterprise. These 
undertakings. in addition to selling ar- 
ticles of all kinds. include tailor shops, 
barber shops, shoe-repair shops, laun- 
dries, gasoline stations, and service sta- 
tions for automobiles. Some ship’s ser- 
vice stores are said to have their own 
trucks which are carried on board ship, 
from port to nort. Taxes are not paid 
upon commodities sold, althongh they 
are not for official use. and taxes are 
not paid on profits. although the busi- 
ness is conducted for the private pur- 
poses of the patrons. Buildings, light, 
and heat and operating force are sup- 
plied by the Navy at public expense. 
To the commissaty at a navy yard there 
are said to be assigned a lieutenant, a 
nay clerk, two ship’s cooks, a_ store- 
keeper, five seamen, and four chief com- 
missary stewards. When a battleship 
recently went to a navy yard for renair, 
its ship’s service store is said to have 
rented a floor in a bnilding in the ad- 
joining town. in which to operate. In 
one naval district. it is estimated by 
merchants. the volume of business di- 
verted from merchants is between five 
and six million dollars a year. 


Post Exchanges 

The Marine Corns and the Army have 
post exchanges. Originally intended to 
supply small personal needs for things 
not provided by the government for offi- 
cial use, they have been develoned 
into establishments supplying anything 
wanted for personal and private use, 
often making ho distinction between 
nersons in the service of the United 
States and members of fhe general pub- 
lic. There are at some veterans’ hos- 
pitals post exchanges of a similar kind, 
patronized by employees for their per- 
sonal needs. 

Qnarters, heat. light. and operating 
staff are provided at pnhlie expense, and 
post exchanges are officially held to be 
government instrnmentalities. At a 
large post of the Marines, there are as- 
signed to the exchange and its branches 
a major, a lientenant, and twenty en- 
listed men. 

Army regulations provide at leneth 
for exchanges. At posts where there 
are branches. the regniations contem- 
plate a completely stocked exchange for 
each regimental area. The primary pur- 
pose. according to the regulations, is “to 
sunply troons, at the lowest possible 
prices, with articles of ordinary use, 
wear, and consnmption. not sumlied by 
the government.” The regulations de- 
serihe the activities which an exchange, 
or branch exchange, may undertake, as 
follows: 

“A well stocked general store, in- 
elnding * * * a meat market, a vege- 
table market. and a gasoline filling 
station * * * 

“A well kept restaurant * * * 

“A barber shop. lanndrv, taflor 
shop. and shoe-repair shon.” 

Other activities may he anthorized by 
the War Denartment. In fact. one ex- 
change, which has heen in charge of a 
captain and seven sergeants, and which 
{s said to have heen doing a business 
apnroximating $600.000 a year, has heen 
onerating a hook store, a dress-making 
establishment. and a heanty narior. 

On Jntv 14. 1932. legislation hecame 
law forbidding operation of post ex- 
changes excent for real assistance and 
convenience to enlisted men and their 


families, and troops. On August 3, 1932, 
the War Department cited this legisla- 
tion and ordered “all goods on consign- 
ment, or billed to post exchanges to be 
paid when sold” to be immediately re- 
turned. 

Laundries 

Formerly, the laundry work of ship’s 
stores was at some naval stations given 
to local laundries, upon their bids, when 
naval vessels arrived, but laundries are 
being installed at such stations and all 
naval personnel are solicited to give 
them their work; to gather and deliver 
laundry, trucks driven by enlisted men 
are sent into adjoining cities. Near one 
small coast town there are now three 
laundries operated in part at least by 
naval personnel and in whole or in part 
with equipment, etc., at public expense. 
All are doing work which the local com- 
mercial laundries formerly performed. 

Altogether, largely through post-war 
developments, the Navy now operates 
21 laundries, and the War Department 
more than 30, with 6 dry-cleaning plants. 
In 1930 the cost of operating the plants 
of the Army was $1,931,000, without 
charges for overhead. Gross earnings 
were placed at $1,900,000. 

Restaurants and Cafeterias 

“A well-kept restaurant,” according to 
Army regulations, is a proper part of a 
post exchange. The same point of view 
is followed in the Navy. At a navy 
yard, under conditions of rush work, 
during the war, a “cooperative” res- 
taurant was organized for the workmen; 
it is still operating, has now been pro- 
vided with a building, and is said to 
have done a business of $102,000 last 
year. ; 
Steamship Lines 

Aside from the government’s owner- 
ship of vessels through the Shipping 
Board, which has in course of execution 
a policy for termination of this owner- 
ship, the government owns and operates 
three shipping services—the Panama 
Railroad Steamship Line, the Army 
transport service and the Navy trans- 
port service—all engaged in competition 
with privately owned and operated 
American vessels at a time when the 
government is encouraging the construc- 
tion of commercial vessels through loans 
from a special construction fund and 
through mail contracts. 

The transport service of the Army 
uses ten steamships. Operating costs in 
1931, as reported, were $3,831,000, in- 
cluding $337,000 for shore stations, but 
these costs did not include all items of 
overhead. Gross earnings were stated 
to be $7,403,000 by estimating commer- 
cial rates upon the transportation that 
was afforded. It is alleged that if com- 
mercial practice had been followed in 
all respects, in making shipments, either 
costs would have been much higher or 
“earnings” much lower. To Army per- 
sonnel traveling at their own expense, 
transportation was furnished for a total 
of $140,000; at commercial rates the 
cost would have been $328,000. 

The naval transportation service in 
1931 consisted of nine vessels—three 
tankers, three cargo steamers, one am- 
munition ship, and two transports. The 
two transports operated between the 
two coasts, carrying officers, enlisted 
men, and freight, and the two cargo 
vessels operated chiefly between the two 
coasts. 

Communications 

Radio systems have been developed 
for naval and military purposes; they 
are now being used on a large scale for 
messages of parts of the government 
having no relation to naval and military 
affairs, and for messages of private per- 
sons between some points, these uses 
being competitive with commercial tele- 
graph, radio, and cable services. The 
War Department has made proposals to 
Congress that it should be authorized to 
sell the Alaskan communications system 
to private interests, but legislation for 
that purpose was not enacted. 

Engineering Work 

Construction of Public Works of the 
federal government, other than build- 
ings, is undertaken on a large scale by 
the Corps of Engineers of the Army, as 
a civil function to which they can devote 
themselves in tins of peace. Whether 





such public works are undertaken by 





the Army Engineers or by other agencies 
of the federal government, there has 
been an inclination, not merely to plan 
the work and supervise its performance, 
but also to execute it by buying mate 
rials and hiring labor. 

The Army Engineers deal with river 
and harbor works and flood control. In 
connection with the project for flood 
control of the lower Mississippi, which 
was adopted by Congress in 1928 as to 
cost $325,000,000, and for which about 
$127,000,000 have now been spent, the 
Army Engineers have built up a large 
personnel, with foremen as well as labor- 
ers, hired to execute work, and an in- 
vestment in plant and equipment which 
at the end of 1931 exceeded $11,000,000. 
In 1931 the amount paid for labor in 
flood control work executed by the Army 
Engineers themselves was approximately 
$12,500,000 and the cost of overhead was 
placed at $979,000. The investment of 
the Army Engineers in plant other than 
plant used in flood control work, and 
located elsewhere as well as on the Mis- 
sissippi, is approximately $50,000,000. 

There have been numerous complaints 
from contractors, not only that the pex- 
formance of work by the Army Engi- 
neers through acquisition of equipment 
and materials, and hiring of labor is 
wrong in principle, but that the Army 
Engineers have not permitted fair op- 
portunities for contractors to submit 
bids which would demonstrate savings 
to the government if contracts were let. 
Inspection of work performed by the 
Army Engineers, it is said, also demon- 
strates that at least some of the work is 
performed below the specifications to 
which the contractors would have been 
held. Some private estimates as to the 
savings which would have been possible 
if all the flood control works had been 
constructed by contractors—whose prices 
and whose work would be guaranteed 
by bonds—run into large figures. In 
May; 1932, the Chief of Engineers gave 
assurance that cause for the complaints 
of the contractors would be removed. 

Music 

Army and Navy bands, of which there 
are 145, with 4,000 men, have been used 
to furnish music at functions, and on 
occasions not of official nature, thus 
supplanting private musicians and their 
organizations. Some of the bands go on 
tour, on a commercial basis. : 





Foreign Notes 


London—The Royal Aero Club has 
confirmed the records of Capt. Cyril Un- 
wins’ altitude flight made Sept. 23 over 
the Severn Valley. Captain Unwins at- 
tained a height of 43,976 feet, thus 
breaking the previous record of 43,181 
feet set by Lt. Apollo Soucek, USN. 
Captain Unwins’ plane was five years 
old. 

Adm. Sir Michael Hodges, commander- 
in-chief of the British Atlantic Fleet 
since 1930, has applied for retirement. 
Admiral Hodges, who is only 58 years 
old, explained that he wishes to facili- 
tate the promotion of younger officers. 

Adm. John Luce, famous commander 
during the World War, died Sept. 23.

Managua, Nicaragua—An _ unusual 
step was taken here when the cadets of 
the Nicaragua Military Academy were 
called into service Sept. 23 because of 
the activities of rebels near El Sauce.

Cherbourg, France—While on a trial 
run to test the Diesel engines after over- 
hauling, an explosion in the gear box of 
the French submarine Persee killed two 
and injured five men. The Persee is a 
1,500 ton vessel, sister ship of the Prom- 
thee, which sank last July with a loss 
of 63 lives.

New Navigation Equipment 


The Naval Observatory has issued a 
number of comparing watches regulated 
to mean or sidereal time and fitted with 
the Observatory second-setting device. 
The invoice price is $19.45. 

In replacing comparing watches after 
survey, it is suggested that vessels con- 
sider the desirability of requisitioning 
this second-setting comparing watch 
which can be used with or without the 
second-setting device. Vessels which 
have received the watch in question are 
requested to submit a report covering 
its use and the desirability of continu- 
ing the issue. 

Six hundred low power spyglasses 
have been issued to the fleet. Reports 
contain two main criticisms: weakness 
of focussing system and small field. 
The small field obtained in service is 
caused by not holding the eye cup of 
the spyglass close to the eye as designed. 
The actual field of the new spyglass 
however is by shop measurements larger 
than that of the old type spyglasses. The 
Gun Factory is now manufacturing a 
second order of low power spyglasses 
modified to meet the criticisms of the 
forces afloat. The eye cups have been 
replaced with flat brass eye guards so 
that the spyglass can be held an appre- 
ciable distance from the eye without 
decreasing the field. Furthermore the 
focussing mechanism has been consider- 
ably strengthened as described in Bu- 
reau of Navigation circular letter No. 
27-32 of June 7, 1932. 

In order that spyglasses now in ser- 
vice may be improved, new focussing 
keys for strengthening the focussing 
mechanism and the new eye guards are 
being shipned by the Naval Observatory 
to the Medusa, Vestal, Black Hawk, 
Melville. Altair. Dobbin, and Whitney. 
Submarine tenders, mine craft tenders 
and miscellaneous vessels will requisi- 
tion on the Naval Observatory for the 
exact number of eye guards and focus- 
sing keys required. 





Binoculars to Be Sold 


A sale of surveyed Navy material by 
sealed bids will be held at the Navy 
Yard, Washington, D. C., on Oct. 17, 
1932. The material to be sold is located 
at the Marine Barracks, Quantico, Va., 
Naval Research Laboratory, Bellevue, 
D. C., and the Washington Navy Yard, 
and may be inspected during working 
hours. 

Among the items of surveyed material 
are 498 pairs of binoculars, a number 
of sextants and camera lens. Over 600,- 
000 pounds of scrap steel, brass, bronze, 
and aluminum alloy are offered for sale. 
Among the various types of machinery 
which is included in the sale is a jib 
crane of ten tons capacity with a steel 
boom which was built at the Navy Yard, 
Washington.

Districts Put Under Fleet 
Command 


Secretary of the Navy Adams an- 
nounced yesterday that, effective Nov. 1, 
1932, the Fourteenth and Fifteenth Na- 
val Districts will be placed under the 
command of the Commander-in-Chief of 
the United States Fleet. 

Instead of coming directly under the 
direction of the Navy Department, the 
outlying naval shore activities in Ha- 
waii and the Canal Zone will be under 
the C-in-C of the Fleet in the same man- 
ner that Sixteenth Naval District has 
been a part of the command of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Asiatic Fleet. 

The change will in no wise affect the 
internal administration of the naval dis- 
tricts, and routine matters communica- 
tions will go direct to their commandants 


. as in the past. 


Instructions in regard to the change 
were issued to the naval service this 
week in the following letter: 

“1. Effective Nov. 1, 1932, the com- 
mandants of the Fourteenth and Fif- 
teenth Naval Districts are hereby placed 
under the command of the Commander 
in Chief. United States Fleet. 

“2. The following instructions will 
govern the relationship between these 
district commandants and such units of 
the naval establishment, ashore or afloat, 
as may be within the geographic limits 
of their respective districts but not un- 
der their command: 

“(a) Subject to such instructions as 
may be issued hy the commander in 
chief. or by another commander in the 
fleet who may be present and senior to 
himself, the commandant is designated 
as the responsible representative of the 
Navy for dealings within his district 
with agencies of other federal depart- 
ments, with the local populace and civil 
authorities, with business and shipping 
interests. with the nress. and in connec- 
tion with visits by persons. vessels or 
aircraft of foreign nationality. In all 
such matters the commanders of naval 
wnits nresent within his district will 
deal with or through the district com- 
mandant. 

“th) In the ahsence of a commander 
senior to himself. the commandant may. 
in case of emergency necessity, direct 
the operation of naval units present 
within or in the vicinity of the district 
under his command, reporting his action 
promptly to the commander in chief and 
other commanders concerned. 

“(c) The commander in chief may, 
in his discretion, place the fleet units 
based or present within the district un- 
der the direction of the commandant 
during certain periods for local joint 
exercises or other purposes. 

“(d) Nothing in this order shall be 
construed as affecting the relation, as 
now prescribed by regulations and cus- 
tom, existing between the senior officer 
present afloat and the senior officer pre- 
sent ashore in matters of routine ad- 
ministration. 

“(e) Correspondence with the district 
commandant should be routed through 
the commander in chief only in case it 
may be of interest to him. Routine ad- 
ministrative correspondence will be han- 
dled as heretofore. 

“3. Suitable change in the Navy Reg- 
ulations will be issued at a later date.” 





Broadcast of Navy Football 


The following ALNAYV, relating to the 
broadcast of Navy football games, was 
issued this week: 

“Following plan effective for navy 
football season beginning Oct. 1, Wash- 
ington will transmit bulletin immediate- 
ly after each quarter addressed com- 
mandant Twelfth, Fourteenth, Fifteenth, 
and Sixteenth Naval Districts, and DCO 
San Juan. These officers will deliver 
or broadcast bulletins to such naval ac- 
tivities for which responsible in line of 
communications as they desire. In ad- 
dition Washington will broadcast bulle- 
tins on sixty-four kilocycles.. There will 
be no play by play broadcasts by navy 
radio. Official traffic not to be inter- 
fered with.” 





Navy Day Speeches 


The Navy Department has again ex- 
pressed the desire that naval officers 
avoid controversial subjects in making 
Navy Day speeches. 

Following the precedent established 
last year, naval officers who will make 
speeches on Navy Day were so advised 
in a letter sent out to the naval service 
this week. Officers were informed that 
the “general theme of speeches” will be 
the naval genius of George Washington, 
and the Navy Department Navy Day 
Committee was directed to supply mate- 
rial for speeches “accordingly.” 

Rear Adm. Frank B. Upham, USN, 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, hag 
been designated as Chairman of the 
Committee, it was stated. The text of 
the letter follows: 

“1. This year being the 200th anni- 
versary of the birth of George Washing- 
ton, the United States George Washing- 
ton Bicentennial Commission will coop- 
erate in the observance of Navy Day 
on Oct. 27, 1932. 

“2. The Chief of the Bureau of Na- 
vigation, Rear Adm. F. B. Upham, USN, 
will be the Chairman of the Navy De- 
partment Navy Day Committee. This 
committee will be responsible for the 
following specific arrangements: 

“(1) National Navy Day radio broad- 
cast ; 

“(2) Navy Day feature newsreels; 

“(3) Navy Day posters; 

“(4) Navy Day speech material; 

“(5) The furnishing of any special 

material to force commanders and dis- 
trict commandants. 
This committee will act as the liaison 
agency between the Navy Department 
and the United States George Washing- 
ton Commission, as well as between the 
department and the headquarters of the 
Navy League, in matters pertaining to 
Navy Day. 

“3. Where Navy League State Chair- 
men are in touch, the department is in- 
formed that they are ready to cooperate 
so far as funds permit, but expenses 
for travel cannot be met. The advice 
and contacts of the Navy League repre- 
sentatives will be made available. In 
the absence of travel funds, addresses 
will of necessity be confined to those by 
local talent or by officers designated in 
each locality. 

“4. Naval commanders afloat and 
ashore, Marine Corps commanders, re- 
cruiting officers, and all officers on in- 
dependent duty, will familiarize them- 
selves with what has been done in re 
cent years in celebrating Navy Day, and 
will formulate plans for cooperation 
with the Navy League, Naval Reserve, 
George Washington Bicentennial Com- 
mittees and patriotic organizations to 
promote the success of Navy Day. 

“5. The general theme of speeches 
will be the naval genius of George Wash- 
ington. 
to avoid controversial issues, the com- 
mittee will supply material for Navy 
Day addresses to be made under the cog- 
nizance of commanders afloat and dis 
trict commandants, by officers under 
their command. 

“6. It is desired to emphasize the 
fact that Navy Day is the Navy’s day 
at home. afloat and ashore. for receiving, 
entertaining and being inspected by the 
citizens of our country. 

“7. Usual reports will be made on 
Navy Day accomplishments.”

BY OFFICIALLY REQUESTING deferment of discussion of railroad wage 
cuts, President Hoover once more has placed himself upon record against reduction 
of the stipends of workers. It is now clear that in the estimates he will forward 
to Congress for the Services he will include the amounts of pay required by the 
existing pay schedules. This is as it should be. Exposing the President’s policy, 
the Secretary of Labor stated that negotiations regarding railroad wages should 
be postponed until the end of the year “as the general economic situation would be 
much clearer at that time.” If the corner has been turned and business improved, 
there will be no necessity for the reenactment of the Economy Act, and the leave 
provisions therein, which are so confusing and objectionable, will not apply during 
the next fiscal year. In seeking the continuance of his policy against pay cuts, the 
President is inspired by the belief that prosperity can the more quickly be restored 
through the development and maintenance of high purchasing power. The various 
activities of the relief organizations, such as the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion, Home Loan Bank, etc., are expected to be a powerful aid to this end. With 
improvement in conditions, congressional assault upon pay schedules cannot be 
successfully conducted, especially in view of the injustices from which the Army 
and Navy and Marine Corps are suffering, and relief from the burdensome pro- 
visions of the Economy Act could be fairly anticipated. 





GOVERNOR ROOSEVELT stated in a speech last week at Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia: “And I don’t need to tell you as a former Assistant Secretary of the Navy, 
that I thoroughly understand the great value of an adequate Navy toward com- 
merce, not only in times of war but in times of peace.” In his speech of acceptance, 
President Hoover declared: “I insist on an Army and Navy which guarantees that 
no foreign soldier will land on American soil.” The fact that Mr. Hoover omitted 
any reference to trade protection apparently has been seized upon by the democratic 
candidate to show that his opponent is not interested in safeguarding that im- 
portant branch of American activity. On behalf of the President, it is pointed out 
that an Army and Navy of the size required for the defense of our continental and 
far flung territory, will assure ample protection for our commerce. Mr. Roosevelt 
again has used that word “adequate” in defining his attitude. But he also is on 
record as endorsing the defense plank in the democratic platform 100 per cent. 
We urge friends of National Defense to insist that the Governor give a more 
precise difinition of “adequacy” in order that the country will not be confused and 
the exact position of the democratic candidate and his party be clarified. 





THE UGLY SITUATION which exists with respect to Japan is a matter of 
concern to the peace of the world and especially to the Washington Government. 
The Lytton report on Japan’s operations in Manchuria will be published today, and 
is to be considered by the League of Nations at its Assembly meeting on October 10. 
Great Britain and France already have let it be known they have a certain sym- 
pathy with Japan’s procedure, and Soviet Russia, which has arranged to supplant 
American producers in supplying oil to the Far Eastern Empire, has gone so far 
as to grant consular recognition to the new state of Manchukuo. The feeling in 
Japan against the United States is being skilfully promoted by hostile propaganda, 
and an untoward event may precipitate a serious situation. The Washington 
authorities want no trouble with Japan, nor do the Services. There is nothing to 
be gained from conflict by either nation, and especially by. the United States. We 
understand Secretary Stimson will have recourse to various expedients in order to 
adjust the difficulties with the Tokyo Government, and until the adjustment occurs, 
as.a matter of precaution our entire Fleet will remain in the Pacific. Restraint 
upon Japanese jingoism, with which America, too, is unfortunately afflicted, might 
be effected through enactment by Congress of a bill increasing the Navy to Treaty 
strength. The President is still hopeful that his plan of disarmament may be 
adopted, but with Germany adamant in her refusal to participate further in the 
Geneva negotiations so long as arms equality is denied her, the question arises 
whether the prolongation of the parleys and the consequent tieing of our hands in 
the matter of construction, may not work out to the disadvantage of our defense. 
We are informed the President is watching the situation personally, and is prepared 
to act the moment conditions require. ; 





THE BUDGET Bureau and Congress should cooperate with the War Depart- 
ment to continue the erection of proper and sufficient housing facilities for the 
Army. The Economy act appropriated fifteen million dollars for such work (actually 
only $13,500,000 after the 10 per cent cut), and authorized nine millions additional 
for technical construction for the Air Corps. The Department estimates that ap- 
proximately $83,500,000 is needed to complete the housing program. This amount 
should be authorized and appropriated for in substantial increments during each 
of the next three or four fiscal years, so that the Army, for the first time in many 
years, may be properly housed. It is recognized that the condition of the Treasury 
must be considered by the appropriating officials, but in view of the part construc- 
tion would play in employment and industrial production, it is submitted that this 
reason lacks force. We again call attention to the fact that proper living conditions 
are essential to contentment and efficiency. 





THERE IS NO DOUBT the American Legion has embarked upon a rocky way 
as a result of its bonus demand. Such distinguished leaders as Rear Admiral Sims 
and Major General Duncan have resigned their membership because of the Con- 
vention’s policy. Their action unquestionably has the sympathetic approval of many 
of the other leaders among officers and men of the Overseas and home forces. 
General Pershing, whom the Legion acclaimed in. a resolution, likewise has ex- 
pressed his disapproyal of the bonus agitation. Because the Legion is a. great 
force for sound citizenship, it is to be hoped the several posts will give consideration 
to the Convention’s resolution, and by action restore the organization to the de- 
served confidence of the American people.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 











Speculation as to New Chief of Naval Operations—With the retirement of Adm. 
William V. Pratt, but five months away, considerable speculation is heard as to who 
his successor in the post of Chief of Naval Operations will be. It was generally un- 
derstood that Vice Adm. Joel R. P. Pringle was scheduled to relieve Admiral Pratt, 
and his passing leaves the appointment uncertain. Many names are being suggested 
as likely prospects. Inasmuch as the appointment is for a four year term, several of 
the senior flag officers, who would otherwise be in line for the job, are not believed 
to be likely prospects, in that they are due for retirement within a year or two. 
Admiral Richard H. Leigh, Commander-in-Chief of the Fleet, would have only about 
a year and a half to serve before retirement, and this fact although not conclusive, 
is believed to weigh against his selection. The name of Admiral Luke McNamee, 
Commander of the Battle Force, is frequently mentioned however though he would 
have only a tittle more than two years to serve. Rear Adm. Thomas J. Senn, 
Commandant of the Eleventh Naval District, is believed by some to have a fair 
chance of appointment. No surprise would be felt in naval circles if the 
choice were Vice Adm. David F. Sellers, newly appointed to command the 
battleships. Admiral Sellers is the senior flag officer who would be able to serve 
out the full four year term. He has served as Judge Advocate General of the Navy 
and would come from a high command in the Fleet. In the past, the Chief of 
Operations has been picked from the Fleet and it is for this reason that speculation 
has eliminated a number of officers who would have three or more years to serve 
if appointed. In this category are Rear Admirals George C. Day, Yates 
Stirling, jr.. Edward H. Campbell, Frank B. Upham, Ridley McLean, Frank 
H. Brumby, Harris Laning and others. Many of them it is believed would not 
want the job, as they would rather finish their careers at sea in one of the high 
commands afloat. Admiral Upham, it is known, has been considering cutting 
short his four year term as Chief of the Bureau of Navigation and asking for a 
job at sea. It is believed likely that Admiral Upham will be given command of the 
Asiatic Fleet. Perhaps, however, the name most often mentioned for the operations 
post is that of Vice Adm. William H. Standley, now in command of the cruisers and 
formerly Assistant Chief of Naval Operations. No announcement is expected to be 
made as to the position for some time, certainly not until after elections. If Presi- 
dent Hoover is reelected, he will probably announce his new chief naval advisor 
soon after. While if defeated, it is thought that he would leave the appointment 
to be made by his successor. cs 9 

Purchasing at Post Exchanges—What is going to become of the Post Exchanges 
with the Shannon committee gunning for their hides and the War Department 
applying the restrictions carried in the Appropriation bill? It will not be long 
before Mr. Shannon submits the report of his investigating committee and undoubt- 
edly he will make drastic recommendations regarding the Post Exchanges. The 
enactment of such legislation, however, will be another matter. 

We hear of many amusing incidents regarding the carrying out of the new 
War Department regulations. It will be recalled that wives and families of officers 
are not now authorized purchasers at the Exchanges. At first officers in some 
posts made out cards authorizing their wives to market at the Exchanges. How- 
ever, a later letter from the Adjutant General’s office ruled that such blanket 
authorizations are not to be permitted and that any written authorizations must 
be specific. The difficulties involved in an officer making specific authorizations 
for groceries and the many little necessities purchased by wives is apparent, so in 
many instances it has almost become imperative for the officers to accompany their 
wives in doing the daily marketing at the Post Exchanges. 

The “Quadrangle,” at Ft. Humphreys, Va., apparently has doped out a solu- 
tion, expressing it as follows: 

“In view of the recently adopted policy of the Post Exchange Market not to 
sell to families of officers without written orders in each case by the head of the 
family, the following preview draft of a proposed regimental order is published 
for the advance information of all concerned: 

“1. All officers of the regiment will attend market between the hours of 9:00 
A. M. and 10:00 A. M. daily, except Sunday, and this duty will be given first 
priority ; any military duties conflicting herewith will be adjusted for other hours. 
Officers will wear the prescribed garrison uniform, except that musette bags may 
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be carried in lieu of market bags or baskets. 

“2. Seniority at the market will be governed by the time of arrival; the line 
will form in single or married file as the case may be; no blank files will be 
allowed. For simultaneous arrivals, orders for spinach (having more sand) wil] 
be given preference. Disputes will be settled by the Regimental Adjutant except 
in cases involving his immediate family, in which event the Regimental Plans and 
Training Officer will act as Referee. Disputes between the families of the Regi- 
mental Adjutant and of the Plans and Training Officer will be decided by the 
Bowling Alley Officer and in his absence by the Recorder of the Claims Board. 

“3. Officers are authorized to have wives and children, if any, at the market 
to act as liaison units and to carry parcels. However, if parcel carrying adjuncts 
accompany the officer, he will be armed with a duly authenticated procurement 
authority in lieu of his musette bag.’”’

Joint Army-Navy Action—New regulations prescribing the duties of two of the 
agencies set up to effect coordination between the Army and Navy were issued this 
week. The Aeronautical Board and the Army and Navy Munitions Board, with 
the exception of the Joint Board, the two most important of the cohesive agencies, 
were the bodies affected. 

In a revision of Chapter 7 of “Joint Action of Army and Navy,” it was pro 
vided that all recommendations of the Aeronautical Board affecting joint policies 
or joint plans for the tactical or strategical employment of aircraft for the location 
of air stations should be addressed to the Joint Board for consideration and recon- 
mendation to the Secretaries of War and Navy. The board was also directed to 
formulate joint service aircraft problems to be carried out each year and submit 
them to the Joint Board for approval. 

In the execution of these duties, the board is to be governed by the following 
policies, the new regulations provide: “The development of new types of aircraft 
and accessories is, so far as practicable, assigned to the Army or Navy and is 
carried on only by the service to which assigned. Either service may employ any 
types of aircraft or weapons after their development. The board prepares plans 
to prevent competition in the procurement of material, when the chiefs of the two 
services have been unable to come to an agreement concerning procurement. Joint 
plans for the procurement of material in time of war will be submitted to the Army 
and Navy Munitions Board. The board is specifically charged with the considera- 
tion and recommendation of all projects for experimental stations on shore, for 
coastal air stations, and for stations to be used jointly by the Army and Navy, 
or for extensive additions thereto, and with consideration of and recommendation 
in regard to all estimates of appropriations for the aeronautical programs of the 
Army and Navy before such estimates are submitted to Congress.” 

The Aeronautical Board consists of the Chief and Assistant Chief of the Army 
Air Corps, one member of the War Plans Division of the War Department General 
Staff, the Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics of the Navy Department, the Chief 
of the War Planning Division of the Bureau of Aeronautics and one member of the 
War Plans Division of the Office of Naval Operations. 

Under the new regulations, the Army and Navy Munitions board is authorized 
and directed to: 

“a. Formulate and keep up to date’ such pertinent plans and policies as in the 
opinion of the two departments should be adopted by the Federal Government for 
coordinating and controlling national industrial effort in emergency. 

“b. Assure the necessary coordination in the procurement war plans of the two 
services, and in all plans, studies, and appendices thereto intended to facilitate the 
Government’s efforts in emergency to promote orderly mobilization of industry. 

“ce. Form and direct the activities of such joint committees as may be necessary 
to consider, investigate, and make recommendations concerning pertinent subjects 
falling within the purview of the board’s responsibilities.” 

Approval of action taken by the Munitions Board is not required, it is provided, 
except that any plans prepared by it that affect joint war plans and joint Army 
and Navy policy relative to the national defense are required to be referred to the 
Joint Board for consideration before submission to the Secretaries of War and 
Navy. 

The board consists of the following: for the Army, executive to the Assistant 
Secretary of War, and Director, Planning Branch, office of the Assistant Secretary 
of War; for the Navy, Director, Material Division, and Chief of Section of Procure 
ment Planning, Material Division, Office of Naval Operations.

Third Corps Area Manuevers to Stress Communications—Communications will play 
an important role in the operations of more than 3,000 troops of the Regular Army 
during the corps area maneuvers to be staged next week at Ft. George G. Meade. 

Not only will all normal means of communication be employed, but extensive 
use will be made of radio telephones in both air and ground networks under special 
“set-ups” directed by Maj. Gen. Paul B. Malone, Corps Area Commander, and 
worked out in detail by Col. Consuelo A. Seoane, Corps Area Signal Officer.

Arms Conference Advisors Arrive in Geneva—American participation in the work 
of the Bureau, steering committee of the Geneva Conference for Limitation of 
Armaments, will go forward next week with the arrival of the military and naval 
advisors in the Swiss city. Rear Adm. Arthur J. Hepburn, USN, naval councilor to 
Minister Hugh Wilson, American representative in the Bureau, will be on hand 
Oct. 3, while Lt. Col. George V. Strong, Inf., GSC, arrived some days ago. Admiral 
Hepburn sailed from New York on the German liner Europa, with Norman Davis, 
after Comptroller General McCarl had reversed his ruling that the arms delegates 
would have to make the trip on an American vessel. Mr. Davis, who is one of the 
American delegates to General Conference, is going to Geneva as a delegate to the 
Economic Conference, but is also scheduled to have informal talks with representa- 
tives of other nations on the question of limitation of armaments. Minister Wilson, 
with the aid of Admiral Hepburn and Colonel Strong, will pursue the work of the 
Bureau in drafting treaties covering the details which were agreed upon in the 
adjournment resolution of the General Conference, and in preparing for the next 
meeting of that body, tentatively scheduled for January. The task of Mr. Davis 
is to attempt to harmonize the differences between the United States and Great 
Britain as to the method of making naval reductions. Conferences were held i 
Washington up until the eve of Mr. Davis’ departure and it is reported that he 
carries with him three or possibly more proposals which may be offered, in an effort 
to compromise the differences between the Hoover plan of reduction in the number 
of vessels and the British plan for a reduction in the size of ships. Admiral Hep 
burn and Colonel Strong though primarily in Geneva as advisors to Mr. Wilson, will 
be frequently consulted in the important work carried on by Mr. Davis, it is said, 
and those interested in an adequate national defense are hoping that their advice 
will be heeded. Admiral Hepburn was closeted with Secretary Adams and Admiral 
Pratt for several days before his departure while Colonel Strong also received the 
views of the War Department before he left. 

The other technical advisors to the arms conference, Capt. A. H. Van Keure®, 
CC, USN, Comdr. Thomas C. Kinkaid, USN, Comdr. Richmond Turner, USN, Lt 
Col. James E. Chaney, AC, USA, and Maj. James B. Ord, Inf., USA, are now 02 
other duty. It is expected that some but not all of them will return to Geneva 


if the Generals conference resumes its sessions in January. 
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Improve Army Ration—As the result of more than five years intensive study by 
the Quartermaster Corps’ subsistence experts, a revised and improved ration has 
been agreed upon and approved by Maj. Gen. John L. DeWitt, the Quartermaster 
General. 

The proposed new ration is now under study in G-4 of the War Department 
General Staff and also in the office of the Inspector General of the Army. It has 
not yet been put before the Secretary of War for recommendation to the President. 

It will be recalled that the last big improvement in the Army ration was 
prought about under President Coolidge, who issued an executive order in 1927 
setting the components of the present ration.

charge such of these men as are able to 
secure employment in civilian life. Such 
action would, as soon as the economic 
Situation of the country improves, re- 
sult in an abnormal and unsatisfactory 
turnover of enlisted personnel and would 
seriously affect the training of the Reg- 
ular Army. 


“The language of the bill would pre- 
clude original enlistments in the Regular 
Army so long as the strength of the 
Regular Army remained in excess of 
118,750. The Army needs a reasonable in- 
flux of young men and any action pre- 
cluding their enlistment for a consider- 
able period of time is undesirable. 


“If, as is assumed, the basic purpose 
of the proposed bill is to relieve the un- 
employment situation at the expense of 
the Government, it is believed that 
greater good could be accomplished by 
utilizing these men in civilian capacities 
on public works, ete., rather than as 
transient and temporary members of the 
military establishment.”

(Continued from First Page) 
and provided in the 19384 Navy Ap- 
propriation bill, they cannot be begun 
until next summer. The money for the 
three vessels, upon which work will be- 
gin Oct. 1 in accordance with the an- 
nouncement this week, was made avail- 
able by a transfer of funds. 

The recent Emergency Relief and Re- 
eonstruction Act makes available $10,- 
000,000 for public works projects, for 
the Navy, with a view to carrying on the 
work in the near future and thus con- 
tributing to the relief of unemployment. 
The economy Act approved June 30, 1982, 
authorizes the transfer of not exceeding 
12% of this Relief Fund to other ap- 
propriations as may be advisable. 

With a view to the distribution of 
work in such manner as to afford greatest 
relief to unemployment during the re- 
mainder of the fiscal year, and at the 
same time to contribute in the greatest 
manner towards the efficiency of the 
Navy, the Department decided to trans- 
fer $1,000,000 of the $10,000,000 relief 
fund to Appropriation “Increase of the 
Navy” and to employ this during the re- 
mainder of the present fiscal year to- 
wards the construction of the three de- 
stroyers. 

Capt. W. P. Robert, CC, USN, Acting 
Chief of the Bureau of Construction and 
Repair in commenting, said: “It is esti- 
mated that the construction of these 
vessels will employ about 5,000 men; will 
favorably affect some 200 industries dis- 
tributed throughout every state of the 
Union, from 85% to 90% of the money 
going into labor; and will thus result 
in releasing business throughout the 
country to the extent of about four 
times the out-of-Treasury expenditure 
during the remainder of the fiscal year, 
namely, about $4,000,000 worth of busi- 
ness. 

“The various appropriation acts, in- 
cluding the Act approved June 30, 1932, 
require that naval vessels shall be built 
in Government navy yards ‘when time 
and facilities permit, and when, in the 
judgment of the Secretary of the Navy’ 
their building therein ‘would not involve 
an appreciable increase in cost to the 
Government.’ In view of this require- 
ment of law and in view of the special 
conditions now existing, the Department 
has decided to build these three vessels 
in navy yards, namely, one in each of 
the Navy Yards, New York, Boston and 
Philadelphia. The vessels will be dupli- 
eates of others ordered a few months 
ago, the working plans for which are 
well advanced. It will therefore be 
practicable to speed the shop work on 
these three vessels in the near future 
and thus further the purpose of the Re- 
lief Act towards relieving unemploy- 
ment.” 





General Dickson Retires 

A distinguished career of active mili- 
tary service more than 44 years, marked 
by achievements that will influence the 
efficiency of American armament for 
many years was concluded Sept. 30 when 
Brig. Gen. Tracy Campbell Dickson, 
USA, commanding officer of the Water- 
town Arsenal, Mass., passed to the re- 
tired list. 
As a leader in the applied science of 
metallurgy, General Dickson became 
noted during his long service for many 
contributions in the field of x-ray test- 
ing, centrifugal casting, and welding. 
His development of the making of guns 
by the cold-working and centrifugal cast- 
ing process is classed among his major 
achievements. 
A West Pointer, Class of ’92, General 
Dickson has long been an outstanding 
figure in Army Ordnance development. 
For the past 16 years he has been on 
duty at Watertown Arsenal] and since 
October, 1918, has been continuously in 
command of this great experimental and 
manufacturing establishment. 
During the World War he was pro- 
moted to the grade of Brigadier General, 
but after the Armistice reverted to the 
permanent rank of lieutenant-colonel. 
He was promoted to colonel March 2, 
1920. Upon retirement he assumed the 
grade of Brigadier General under an Act 
of Congress giving retired officers the 
highest rank they held during the World 





War without increase in compensation.

(Continued from First Page) 
ing the Naval War College. In June 
1917, he was given command of the USS 
Wisconsin, battleship, and later com- 
manded the transport USS Agamemnon 
(ex-Kaiser Wilhelm II), which carried 
over 36,000 troops to Europe. In No- 
vember 1918, he was ordered to duty in 
command of the District Forces. Afloat, 
Fifth Naval District, Norfolk, and for 
his services during the war, he was 
awarded the Navy Cross. 


In May 1919, Admiral Sellers was at- 
tached to the staff, President, Naval 
War College, and in June 1920, was 
transferred to the Bureau of Navigation, 
Navy Department. He served as Aide 
to the Secretary of the Navy from Spe- 
tember 1921 to February 1922, when he 
was ordered to command the battleship 
USS Maryland. 


In June 1923, Admiral Sellers was in 
command of the Naval Training Station, 
San Diego, Calif., and three years later 
was appointed Chief of Staff, Scouting 
Fleet. In 1927, he became Commander 
Special Service Squadron and served in 
that capacity for two years, when he 
was appointed Judge Advocate General 
of the Navy. In 1929, Admiral Sellers 
was awarded the Distinguished Service 
Medal with the citation: 


“For exceptionally meritorious service 
to the government in a position of great 
responsibility as Commander Special 
Service Squadron from July 8, 1927, to 
May 12, 1929, during the disturbed con- 
ditions in the Republic of Nicaragua, 
Throughout this time, Rear Admiral Sel- 
lers handled with great skill and diplo- 
macy the many delicate situations that 
arose incident to the pacification of Ni- 
caragua prior to the presidential election 
on November 4, 1928, during the election 
and subsequent to it. As the senior offi- 
cer present he coordinated the activities 
of the Marine Brigade on shore, which 
was a part of his command, with the 
activities of the Nicaraguan Government, 
the Guardia Nacional and the officers of 
the United States Army on election duty. 
In the discharge of his duty of protect- 
ing lives and property he displayed 
strength and initiative coupled with wis- 
dom and tempered by kindness and 


humanity.” 
Admiral Sellers has been awarded the 
decorations of the Order of Abd 1- 


deron, 1st class, by the governm of 
Ecuador, the Medal of Merit by the 
government of Nicaragua and the Gold 
Medal of Merit by the President of 
Nicaragua. 

Rear Admiral Frank H. Brumby, 
USN, was born in Athens, Ga., Sept. 11, 
1874, and was appointed to the Naval 
Academy from Georgia in 1891. During 
the Spanish American War he-served in 
the USS New York, the flagship of Rear 
Admiral Sampson. In 1917, he was in 
command of the USS Cincinnati, cruiser, 
and in 1918, was ordered to duty at the 
Norfolk Navy Yard. In 1920, he com- 
manded the USS Kansas, battieship, and 
in December 1921, was transferred to 
duty as Captain of the Yard, Navy Yard, 
Washington, D. © Admiral Brumby 
commanded the USS New Mexico from 
1924 to 1926. He attended the Naval 
War College from July 1926 to June 
1927. when he was ordered to command 
the Control Force. with additional duty 
as Commander. Submarine Divisions, 
Control Force. He served in that capac- 
ity until May 1928. when he was ap 
pointed President of the Board of In- 
spection and Survey, Navy Department, 
In June 1929, Admiral Brumby was de- 
tached from that Board and ordered to 
Command Cruiser Division Two, Scout- 
ing Force, and on May 31, 1930, assumed 
the duties of. Commandant of the Nor- 
folk Navy Yard.

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OBITUARIES 


Vice Admiral Joel R, P. Pringle, USN, 
Commander Battleships, Battle Force, 
United States Fleet, died at the Naval 
Hospital, San Diego, Calif., Sept. 26. 

Vice Admiral Pringle, who became 
seriously ill Sept. 14 while his flagship, 
the USS West Virginia, was with the 
Battle Force at Port Angeles, Washing- 
ton, was taken aboard that vessel to San 
Diego, and admitted at the Navai Hos- 
pital there, Sept. 18. 

Vice Admiral Pringle was born in 
Georgetown, S. C., Feb. 4, 1873, and was 
appointed to the Naval Academy from 
the 20th Congressional District of Illi- 
nois in 1888. He was commissioned En- 
sign in 1894, and promoted to Lieutenant 
(j.g.) Oct. 4, 1899; Lieutenant Dec. 11, 
1900; Lieutenant Commander July 1, 
1906; Commander July 1, 1912; Captain, 
temporary, Aug. 31, 1917, Captain, per- 
manent July 1, 1918, and Rear Admiral 
Dec. 7, 1926. 

During the Spanish American War, he 
served in the USS Columbia and from 
1900 to 1903 was attached to the USS 
Monongahela. Admiral Pringle was on 
duty at the Naval Academy from 1903 
to 1906 when he was ordered to the USS 
Hartford as Watch and Division Officer. 
Later that year he was transferred to 
the USS West Virginia. 

He served as Ordnance Officer of the 
USS Maine from 1906 to 1908, when he 
returned to the Naval Academy for duty. 
In 1910, Admiral Pringle commanded 
the USS Perkins and in 1912 was Execu- 
tive Officer of the Illinois and later of 
the Nebraska. After a tour of duty at 
the Naval Academy, he served as com- 
manding officer of the USS Dixie, with 
additional duty in command of the 3rd 
and 4th Divisions, Torpedo Flotilla, At- 
lantic Fleet. 

For his service during the World War, 
he was awarded the Distinguished Ser- 
vice Medal with the citation: 

“For exceptionally meritorious ser- 
vice in a duty of great responsibility 
as commanding officer, USS Melville, 
and Chief of Staff, Destroyer Flotil- 
las, European Waters.” 

He was also awarded the decoration of 
“Companion of St. Michael and St. 
George” by the British Government. 

Admiral Pringle completed the 

course at the Naval War College in May 
1920 and reported at that time for duty 
on the staff of the President of the War 
College. From June 1921 to June 1923, 
he was in command of the battleship 
Idaho and then returned to the Naval 
War College for duty on the staff. In 
Oct. 1925, he was assigned as Chief of 
Staff. Commander Battleship Divisions, 
Battle Fleet, and in Sept. 1926 was Chief 
of Staff, Battle Fleet. He was appointed 
President of the Naval War College in 
1927 and served in that capacity until 
June 1930 when he was ordered to com- 
mand Battleship Division 3, Battle 
Force, two years after which he as- 
sumed command of Battleship Divisions 
of the Battle Force. 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. 
Cordelia Pythian Pringle, to whom Adm. 
William V. Pratt, USN, Chief of Naval 
Operations, has sent the following dis- 
patch : 

“Please accept my heartfelt sym- 
pathy for the loss of your husband 
Vice Admiral Pringle. I considered 
him one of the most outstanding and 
efficient officers in our Navy. The 
highest positions in the service he 
would have filled with ability had 
his life been spared. His death 
means a great loss to the service.” 
Vice Admiral Pringle is also survived 

by his daughter, Mrs. Kane, the wife of 
Lt. Comdr. J. D. H. Kane, USN. 

Funeral services for Admiral Pringle 
Will be held tomorrow afternoon at 2:30 
in the Naval Academy Chapel, Anna- 
Polis, Md. Rev. Stanley Hughes of New- 
port, R. I., will officiate. Interment will 
be in the Naval Academy Cemetery. The 
entire regiment of midshipmen volun- 
teered to act as military escort and 
three battalions will be selected.

2nd lieutenant, 10th Cavalry, June 11, 
1888.

MEMORIALS at ARLINGTON 
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U. S. Third in Motor Ships 


While the United States was sur- 
passed by Great Britain and Norway in 
the number of motor vessels in operation 
last year, this country has advanced to 
third place since 1915, when not a single 
motor vessel was operating under the 
American flag, according to a report by 
the United States Shipping Board. 

At the close of 1931, the United States 
had a total of 84 motor vessels with a 
gross tonnage of 544,673, whereas Great 
Britain had 364 of 2,621,914 gross tons 
and Norway had 276 such vessels with 
1,651,407 gross tons, out of the world 
total of 1,275 vessels with an aggregate 
gross tonnage of 8,510,634. 

Although this country ranks third in 
the number of motor vessels of all 
classes in operation at the close of last 
year, it is surpassed in aggregate ton- 
nage by the Netherlands, which had 838 
vessels in operation with a total gross 
tonnage of 623,065. 

Among the other maritime nations of 
the world operating vessels of 2,000 gross 
tons or more, the Netherlands and Swe- 
den both ranked fourth in number of 
motor ships, the latter nation having 83 
vessels also, but with the lesser tonnage 
of 497,641 compared with the Duteh 
vessels. 

Fifth place was held by Germany, 
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from a Captain who had availed him- 
self of the credit facilities of this 
bank, in which he said: 
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which had a total of 79 ships with a 
gross tonnage of 533,385; followed by 
Denmark with 67 ships of 392,277 gross 
tons; Japan, 65 vessels of 461,472 tons; 
Italy, 56 vessels of 401,807 tons; Spain, 
25 vessels of 141,580 tons; France, 18 
Ships of 145,228 tons, and all others, 75 
vessels of 496,185 tons. 

In point of modernity the United 
States is outranked by all of the prin- 
cipal maritime countries of the world 
with the exception of Italy, France and 
Spain, standing eighth in the list of mo- 
tor vessels constructed during the last 
four and a half years.

The Federal Reserve Board’s condition 
statement of weekly reporting member 
banks in leading cities on Sept. 21 shows 
an increase for the week of $422,000,000 
in holdings of United States Government 
securities, partly offset by decreases of 
$11,000,000 in other securities and $37,. 
000,000 in loans, also increases of $456, 
000,000 in Government deposits and $17,- 
000,000 in time deposits, and decreases 
of $132,000,000 in net demand deposits, 
$35,000,000 in borrowings of Federal re- 
serve banks and $43,000,000 in reserve 
balances with Federal reserve banks. 

Loans on securities declined $26,000,- 
000 at reporting member banks in the 
New York district and $36,000,000 at all 
reporting member banks. “All other” 
loans show practically no change for the 
week, an increase of $7,000,000 in the 
Boston district being offset by decreases 
in other districts. 

Substantial increases in United States 
Government security holdings in connec. 
tion with the Government’s recent f- 
nancial operations are shown for most 
Federal reserve districts. Holdings of 
other securities declined $14,000,000 in 
the New York district and $11,000,000 
at all reporting member banks. 

3orrowings of weekly reporting mem- 
ber banks from Federal reserve banks 
aggregated $113,000,000 on September 21, 
the principal changes for the week being 
decreases of $15,000,000 at the Federal 
Reserve Bank of San Francisco and $9- 
000,000 at Atlanta.

5 The Defense Council 

The organization and procedure of 
the Department of Illinois, American 
ag in the matter of National De- 
—— including its cooperation with the 
National Defense Council of Illinois, 
have been approved by the National 
Executive Committee of The American 
-_ on, the National Americanism Com- 
ittee and the National Defense Com- 
— of The American Legion during’ 
%82. This action recommends that the 
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Illinois practice of polling all candidates 
for National representative office with 
reference to their attitude on National 
Defense be put into effect in all Depart- 
ments of The American Legion. 


Needs of Program of National Defense 

“In so practical a matter as National 
Defense we must make a concrete and 
definite statement as to the needs de- 
clared the irreducible minima by those 
agencies of this Government whose busi- 
ness it is to study these needs and re- 
port thereon, to-wit: the War and Navy 
Departments; and under the intent of 
the National Defense Act the necessary 
appropriations must be made to provide 
these minima, which are at the present 
time far below the original provisions 
of that act. 


The Army 

“The most recent studies of the War. 
Department, known as Project No. 1, ex- 
tending over the administrations of the 
Chiefs of Staff General Summerall, 1926- 
1930, and General MacArthur, 1930-1932, 
show by definite figures that our Army 
is considerably below the minimum de- 
clared irreducible if a reasonably effec- 
tive application of the National Defense 
Act is to be maintained. Repeated 
studies by the War Department under 
General Summerall and General Mac- 
Arthur state the minimum peace 
strength of the Regular Army at which 
it can carry out the missions assigned 
by the National Defense Act to be 14,000 
officers and 165,000 enlisted men. 

“Among the armies of the world the 
American ranks sixteenth in strength, 
although ‘this nation ranks fourth in 
population and first in wealth. 

“The basis of the War Department 
studies is the mobilization plan for our 
physical power—the man power and ma- 
terial resources. To make this plan 
reasonably effective the following ele- 
ments are officially declared. basically 
necessary aS a minimum by the War 
Department : 

“1. A Regular Army of 14,000 officers 
and 165,000 men. 

“2. A National Guard of 210,000 men 
with proportionate officers. 

“3. A Reserve Corps of 120,000 officers 
(the minimum number to meet initial 
mobilization), with a cycle of training 
so arranged each year as to maintain 
a standard of reasonable’ efficiency 
throughout the corps, and with provision 
for the training of at least 26,000 re- 
serve officers in 1933. 

“4. A Reserve Officers Training Corps 
in each qualified school and college de- 
siring it, so as to provide the necessary 
source of supply for the Officer Reserve 
Corps. 

“5. Citizens Military Training Camps 
for not less than 50,000 youths per year 
for one month and procurement for the 
Citizens Military Training Camps should 
be a major objective of The American 
Legion. 

“6. Adequate peace-time supplies, and 
planning for procurement in time of 
emergency, including the placing of 
small orders for munitions to keep pri- 
vate plants prepared for emergencies. 


The Navy 

“The official U. S. Naval Policy—ap- 
proved and signed by C. F. Adams, Sec- 
retary of the Navy, June ist, 1931, is: 
to create, maintain and operate a Navy 
second to none, and in conformity with 
treaty provisions. 

“The Washington and London treaties 
fixed the strength which our Navy 
should have in ships, officers and men. 
The needs of our Navy are therefore: 
“1. The London Treaty Navy and men 
to man it. 

“2 An adequate Naval Reserve with 
appropriate provision for annual train- 
ing cruises and weekly drill. 

War Policies Commission 

“The Legion endorses and supports 
the final recommendations of the Com- 
mission created by a Congressional 
Resolution, entitled “Joint Resolution to 
promote peace, and to equalize the bur- 
dens and to minimize the profits of 
war.” These recommendations were sub- 
mitted to the President on March 3, 
1932, in the report of the War Policies 


Commission.

New Class at Randolph 


The new class of students to com- 
mence flying training at the Air Corps 
Training Center at Randolph Field, Tex., 
Oct. 10, will total 194 students, com- 
prising 74 officers of the Regular Army 
(69 of whom graduated from the June, 
1932, class of the United States Military 
Academy), and 120 Flying Cadets, five 
of whom are enlisted men of the Air 
Corps and the remaining 115 candidates 
from civil life. In line with the custom 
in past years of making provisions for 
the accommodation in the October class 
of those members of the Military Acad- 
emy graduating class detailed to the Air 
Corps for flying training, it was neces- 
sary to curtail the number of Flying 
Cadet appointees from civil life. The 
69 West Pointers detailed to the Air 
Corps comprised almost 27% of the en- 
tire graduating class, numbering 258. 
Under the regulations of the War De- 
partment, no officers are eligible for per- 
manent commission in the Air Corps un- 
less they have graduated from the Air 
Corps Advanced Flying School and re- 
ceived the rating of Airplane Pilot. 

It is now eleven years since the policy 
was inaugurated of detailing Military 
Academy graduates to the Air Corps for 
flying training. During this time, a to- 
tal of 649 West Pointers were accepted 
as flying students, viz: 1922, 16; 1923, 
51: 1924, 61; 1925, 42; 1926, 18; 1927, 
20: 1928, 7: 1929, 110; 1930, 86; 1931, 
89: 1932, 69. 

Among the flying students from West 
Point are several prominent athletes 
who were members of the 1931 football 
team, namely, Ray J. Stecker. Edward 
J. Suarez, Harley N. Trice, Robert L. 
Carver and Loren B. Hillsinger.
